ESOLUTIONS of Hie New York County Lawyers' Associa- 


tion condemning broadcasting of judicial proceedings will 


itccord with what most persons regard as seemly, especially in 
cases \vliere a person is on trial for his life or where the ex- 
ploitation of scandal is the compelling cause of public inter- 
est, 
liven if both parties (o a trial and the responsible presiding 


judge permitted such a broadcast, there are reasons of law, as 
well as considerations of property, which would make the ex- 
periment hazardous. 


When the question of broadcasting the coming trial of 


Bruno Kicliard Hauplmann came up recently Governor Moore 
remarked decisively that, knowing the presiding judge as he did, 
be could say that the proceedings would be orderly and digni- 
1ied and there would be no broadcasting. 


There seems to be no record of broadcasting a court trial 


in this country, although American courts are not entirely ex- 
empt from the reproach of having at times permitted unseem- 
ly hippodroming of notorious cases. 
The soviet has use:l the 


radio in certain cases of supposedly '-'judicial" proceedings to 
make propaganda for its side. 
When it was assumed that Gen 


eral Smedley Butler faced a court-martial for certain remarks 
about Signer Mussolini, Secretary Adams promptly vetoed a 
tentative plan t'orbroadcasting tlie proceedings. 
The radio has 


its place in educating on public matters. 
But it does not be- 


long in the arrangements for fair, orderly and dignified proce- 
dure in ;i court of justice. 


TRAIN TOMORROW'S DRIVERS TODAY! 


High schools throughout the country are being called upon by 


leading educators to enact a major role In solving the automobile acci- 
dent problem. Their is the task, it is said, to put a more careful and 
competent generation of motor car drivers on the streets and highways 
by making instructions in safe driving a credited part of the regular 
scholastic curriculum. 


As a contribution to this cause, and Lo give the schools definite 


tools with which to work, the Education Division of the National Safe- 
ty Council in New York City has prepared a textbook on the subject 
called: "Good Driving—A Manual for the High Schools." 
The book was 


prepared under the direction of a secondary school committee consist- 
ing of such men as Dr. Thomas Gosling, Director of the Junior Red 
Cross; Francis L. Bacon, principal of the Evanston, 111.; Township High 
School; Prof. E. K. Fretwell of Columbia, and Prof. Robbins B. Stoeckel 
of Yale. 


In brief, the manual attempts lo describe what an automobile is 


and how to operate it. It is illustrated with charts and photographs 
and contains a list of reference material for those who wish to develop 
special topics. 
Six units of instruction are outlined: 
Automobile in 


modem life, the automobile, the driver, the operation of an automobile 
on the highway, accidents, and accident prevention. 


The importance of this work is emphasized by the fact that in 


some states there is no law to prevent a child from stepping from the 
tiller of his kiddle car to the wheel of a high powered automobile. Last 
year automobiles killed nearly 30,000 persons. 


The opportunity for high schools to perform an invaluable service 


to humanity could hardly be greater.

Otis Skinner contends that as the drama is "a mirror held up to 


nature" and portrays the trend of the times, any cleansing process in 
tlie stage must begin in the present-day social system. 


Mr. Skinner makes it clear that he has no desire to justify vulgarity 


and indecency and he holds no brief for playwrights and managers who 
indulge in them for box-office purposes. He points to "Macbeth," "Ham- 
let" and "Romeo and Juliet" as proof that crime and sex have ever been 
present in the drama; but there ar right and wrong ways of presenting 
them. 


Few will disagree with Mr. Skinner when he says that good taste 


must be the arbiter. He Is opposed to the cinema play that "turns a 
gunman into a god." His contention is that this sort of crime in the 
drama, clothed in false glamour, is both inartistic and immoral. Naturally 
he has little faith in censorship. His remedy for the ills mentioned is to 
the point: "Each person should be a potential censor. If a bad play 
comes to your community, then stay away from it." 


This is good advice, as theory. But it is not always possible to 


have fore-knowledge of a play's merits or demerits. In a broad way Mr. 
Bklnner's ideas of censorship are sound. 
The difficulty is In having

DEATH IN HASTE 


It is haste that causes most fatal automobile accidents. 
This is the conclusion to be drawn from an analysis ol figures col- 


lected by statisticians of an insurance company. 


The figures related to accidents occurring last year and were ob- 


tained from official sources in various centers. 
They dealt particularly 


with fatal accidents of the kind in which the driver was at fault. In 33 
per cent of these cases, the driver was found to have j been exceeding 
the speed limit. The same percentage held with respect to the driver's try- 
Ing to take the right-of-way when he was not entitled to it. In more than 
Hvt per cent of the cases, the driver was guilty either of passing a stand- 
ing street car, cutting in, passing another car on a curve or hill or pass- 
ing on the wrong side. Cases in which the driver went completely off 
the highway amounted to more than 18 per cent. Nine per cent of the 
accidents were charged simply to reckless driving. 


The various causes listed when lumped together, the insurance 


company statisticians emphasized, could be labeled "heedless, needless 
haste." 


In other words, more than 90 per cent of the accidents studied 


were caused by drivers being "in a hurry"—their overeagerness to get to 
some place or to no place in particular. 


The lesson is very plain—less hurry and less speed.

crest of a New Deal juggernaut, 
Democrats 
apparently swept into 


numerical control of the state house 
of representatives today, at the same 
time destroying the two-thirds Re- 
publican majority in the state sen- 
ate. 


Neither accomplishment has been 


duplicated by the Democratic party 
in Pennsylvania since the turn of 
the century. 


Bolstered by an unanimous Demo- 


cratic delegation to the General As- 
sembly from Allegheny county, on 
the basis of nearly complete returns 
from yesterday's election, the here- 
tofore minority element In the house 
was practically certain to exceed the 
constitutional majority of 105. 


The Democratic membership in 


the senate, now seven, likely will be 
increased at the next session to be- 
yond the present estimated mini- 
mum of 17 seats. 


Probable Makeup 


With only 72 districts—40 now 


held by Republicans and 29 by Dem- 
ocrats—undecided this morning, the 
membership of the General Assem- 
bly convening on January I stood: 


Democrats 75. 
Republicans 61. 
In the present assembly those 


same seats are held by 37 Demo- 
crats and 
99 Republicans, thus 


creating a gain for the Democrats 
of 38 seats. 


By holding all the Democratic 


seats yet undecided—a feat not im- 
probable on the face of mounting 
majorities for the party ticket as a 
whole—and winning just one more 
Republican seat, the Democrats will 
have reached a membership of 105 
in the house. 


Democrats were leading in nearly 


a dozen Republican districts as the 
day wore on. 


Tabulatians of unofficial returns

bents successful in their quest for 
another term number 40 from the 
136 districts accounted for.

bership in the delegation from the 
eastern metropolis to 16. The re- 
maining 
Democratic 
gains were 
scattered throughout the state. 


House gains by the 
Democrats 


were no more startling, however, 
than the toppling of at least half a 
dozen stalwart Republican leaders 
in the senate. 
These incumbents 


were trailing far behind, in most 
cases, their Democratic opponents. 
Four other Republican candidates 
seeking election to seats voluntarily 
abandoned by their G. O. P. hold- 
ers were defeated by Democrats.

That Dance Tax Mu»t 


Be Paid 


Proprietors of beer gardens who 


maintain a dance floor for patrons 
must pay a license of $15 per year 
and a permit lee or $1 each night, 
If dancing is permitted, according 
to a notice sent by ChicI of Police 
John P. Haven to the different pro- 
prietors today. 


Many of the beer places through- 


out the city have space allotted for 
dancing and all of them will have 
to comply with the state law before 
November 10, the chief of police an- 
nounced today. 


The act of 1931 provides that any 


dance to which the public generally 
may gain admission with or without 
the payment of a fee, is a public 
dance and in order to hold such a 
dance, a permit is required for which 
the fee Is $1 for each public dance. 


Under this ruling, according to the 


•chief, any person who has a place 
where customers or patrons can 
dance, must pay s. fee of $1 for eac;h 
dance, which would be for each day 
when dancing is permitted. 


The act also requires that the 


place must be licensed and that the 
license fee is $15 a year and it can 
only be licensed after the mayor has 
caused a thorough inspection to be 
made to see that it is a safe place 
from a fire and health standpoint 
and that it is conducted in an or- 
derly and lawful manner. 


The mayor has the authority, al 


any time,, to revoke rhc license ar/1 
stop dancing in the place if he ' "~ 
lleves that any ordinance is being 
violated or any rule, regulation or 
law is being broken, the law declares. 


In some of the beer parlors here 


dancing is permitted every night in 
the week. In some other places 
dancing occurs semi-weekly. Most 
of the dance floors are crowded with 
dancers at these times.

JAPAN IS busy fortifying South 


Sea islands that she holds under 
mandate of the League of Nations, 
and complaint is made aimlessly.

manship in the dodo class, like our- 
selves, to possess Guam, and fail to 
fortify 
the

J because polite 


Britishers, acting as mouthpiece for 
Japan, requested us not to do so. 


IT IS ONLY fair to tell Japan 


and other countries, beginning tft 
look upon the United States as an 
"easy mark," easy to rob by bor- 
rowing .money, easy to beat in war, 
that we are not as weak in all lines 
as we are in statesmanship. 


We are fairly able inventors, and 


good manufacturers. 
Among the 


men that patrol the highways of 
California and other states, typical 
of American youth, you could easily 
select 1,000 that, on even terms, 
could beat two thousand of any 
other country. 
And this is men- 


tioned as plain matter of fact, free 
from boasting. 


ALSO, OUR Japanese friend, for 


whom we have only the kindest 
feelings, are warned to look with 
suspicion on national cocksureness, 
based on conquest of China and 
Russia. 


Beating China was about as dan- 


gerous and difficult as for a. mouse 
to gnaw holes in a large cheese. 


And beating Russia under the 


Czars and Grand Dukes was beat- 
ing nothing at all. 


Nobody questions the great fight- 


ing power of Japan, but it has still 
to be tested and proved. A trial 
with new Russia under Stalin would 
be enlightening.

FIGHTING and comparisons, as 
Samuel Johnson remarked, are od- 
ious. 


Friendliness is shown in the greet- 


ing given by .Japan to our national 
hero, "Babe" Ruth. • 


Sixty-five 
thousand 
Japanese 


paid good yen to see Ruth play 
baseball in Tokio, and Ruth's vic- 
tory by 17 to 1 was applauded 
heartily. 


It will not always be 17 to 1. 


Those that have watched the Ja- 
panese swim, play tennis, etc., know 
that if Japan wants to play base- 
ball Japan WILL play baseball. 


FOR YOUR information, without 


any guarantee fiom one who has 
not visited California since the cam- 
paign began, the best informed man 
in that state sends this message: 


"Upton Sinclair will NOT b» 
elected."

6. —The 


supreme court today ruled that tax- 
payers can deduct charitable gifts 
from capital gains in making their 
income tax returns. 


Three cases involving the .ques- 


tion were before the court on ap- 
peal of the government, ail from 
the second circuit court of appeals 
in 
New York. The 
government 


sought to compel taxpayers to use 
the maximum 15 per cent charit- 
able deduction allowed by law only 
against ordinary net income, ex- 
cluding capital gains taxes at a dif- 
ferent rate. 


Wealthy taxpayers chiefly are af- 


fected. Under the decision the gov- 
ernment may lose large sums 
in 


taxes.

HARRISBURG, Nov. 7.—On the 
crest of a New Deal juggernaut, 
Democrats apparently swept into 
numerical control of the state house 
of representatives today, at the same 
time destroying the two-thirds Re­ 
publican majority in the state sen­ 
ate. 
Neither accomplishment has been 
duplicated by the Democratic party 
in Pennsylvania since the turn of 
the century. 
Bolstered by an unanimous Demo­ 
cratic delegation to the General As­ 
sembly from Allegheny county, on 
the basis of nearly complete returns 
from yesterday’s election, the here­ 
tofore minority element in the house 
was practically certain to exceed the 
constitutional majority of 105. 
The Democratic membership in 
the senate, now seven, likely will be 
increased at the next session to be­ 
yond the present estimated mini­ 
mum of 17 seats. 
Probable Makeup 
With only 72 districts—40 now' 
held by Republicans and 29 by Dem­ 
ocrats—undecided this morning, the 
membership of the General Assem­ 
bly convening on January 1 stood: 
Democrats 75. 
Republicans 61. 
In the present assembly those 
same seats are held by 37 Demo­ 
crats and 
99 
Republicans, 
thus 
creating a gain for the Democrats 
of 38 seats 
By holding all the Democratic 
seats yet undecided—a feat not im­ 
probable on the face of mounting 
majorities for the party ticket as a 
whole—and winning just one more 
Republican seat, the Democrats will 
have reached a membership of 105 
in the house. 
Democrats w'ere leading in nearly 
a dozen Republican districts as the 
day wore on. 
Tabulatiens of unofficial returns 
showed

bents successful in their quest for 
another term number 40 from the 
136 districts accounted for. 
Half 
as many Democratic incumbents 
also were re-elected. 
Republicans 
were elected to 19 seats held in the 
existing legislature by Republicans 
and the same was true of 15 Demo­ 
crats. 
Republicans 
gained 
two 
Democratic seats and lost 40 of their 
own. 
Unprecedented as was the com­ 
plete Democratic sweep of the 27 
Allegheny 
county 
seats 
in 
the 
house chamber, it was no greater 
surprise than the unseating of 10 
Republicans in Philadelphia to in­ 
crease the Democratic party’s mem­ 
bership in the delegation from the 
eastern metropolis to 16.

scattered throughout the state. 
House gains by the Democrats 
were no more startling, however, 
than the toppling of at least half a 
dozen stalwart Republican leaders 
in the senate.

Under NRA Code 


Feuchtwanger Informed That 
Millions Are Restored 
To Workers 


According to a bulletin received 
by Marcus Feuchtwanger. local NRA 
chairman, millions of dollars have 
been restored in back pay. since the 
creation of the Compliance Division 
of the NRA on October 26. 1933 
The division has been instrumen­ 
tal. the bulletin states, in restoring 
approximately two millions in back, 
wages to many thousands of work­ 
ers in the NRA codes. 
This sum 
represents the difference between 
the wages actually paid to workers 
and the amounts they should ha\e 
received under applicable code pro­ 
visions.

DEATH IN HASTE 


It is haste that causes most fatal automobile accidents. 
This is the conclusion to be drawn from an analysis of figures col- 


lected by statisticians of an insurance company. 


The figures related to accidents occurring last year and were ob- 


tained from official sources in various centers. 
They dealt particularly 


•with fatal accidents of the kind in which the driver was at fault. In 33 
per cent of these cases, the driver was found to have ^been exceeding 
the speed limit. The same percentage held with respect to the driver's try- 
tog to take the right-of-way when he was not entitled to it. In more than 
five per cent of the cases, the driver was guilty either of passing a stand- 
ing street car, cutting in, passing another car on a curve.or hill or pass- 
ing on the wrong side. Cases in which the driver went completely off 
the highway amounted to more than 10 per cent. Nine per cent of the 
accidents were charged simply to reckless driving. 


The various causes listed when lumped together, the insurance 


company statisticians emphasized, could be labeled "heedless, needless 
haste." 


In other words, more than 90 per cent of the accidents studied 


were caused by drivers being "in a hurry"—their overeagerness to get to 
some place or to no place in particular. 


The lesson is very plain—less hurry and less speed.

A SWAT IN TIME 


Perhaps we can blame the sun spots (if there are any visible now). 


Perhaps the moon is off her proper course. Perhaps it has resulted from 
the depression. 
Perhaps it is the weather. 
Perhaps we have become 


careless and neglected our duties. Or perhaps, after all, it has resulted 
from a hundred and one other causes. 


But, nevertheless, we are certain that there have been more pesky, 


dirty, troublesome flies this season than in many years. 


It is too late to bother now about the cause of our plight, but defin- 


ite action can be taken to prevent its recurrence. 
Scientists tell us that 


the early winter fly is the greatest menace of them all. Before the win- 
ter is over he will have provided for the birth of about one hundred mil- 
lion children or other descendants, who will bother us next spring. 


We can see that these flies are different now than they were early 


in the summer. They have lost their pep and agility. Now they lazily 
hover near the cealing or amble slowly across the window pane. It seems 
that they are glad to be inside, where it is warm and where their endless 
system of propagation can flourish. 


Our moral must now be evident. Instead of killing two birds with 


one stone, we now have the opportunity of killing hundreds of millions 
of potential flies with but a single stroke, (if we are good swatters). 


PRESIDENTIAL YEARNING 


The hidden ambitions of successful men are interesting things, 


when we can find out about them.

should be ascertained by seeking 
professional advice," state Dr. Theo- 
dore B. Appel, State Secretary of 
Health. 


"Recently a man died following a 


blow that ruptured 
his 
bladder. 


Skull injuries'that do not even ser- 
iously bruise the scalp have caused 
severe concussion of the brain. Skulls 
can even be fractured with the out- 
ward evidences of injury being ex- 
ceedingly slight. 


"While the body is 
marvelously 


constructed to give maximum pro- 
tection to the internal organs, and 
this even under unusual circum- 
stances, this fact 
by 
no 
means 


should be relied upon when one has 
received a severe blow, even though 
the surface injury be slight. 


"Hospitals contain many records 


where the neglect of a supposedly 
superficial blow that had seriously 
involved the liver, brain, bladder, 
spleen or some other internal organ 
directly resulted in death. 


"For Instance, the other day 
a 


man tripped over a chair, struck a 
wooden stool and did not even get 
a black and blue spot to prove his 
casualty. He gave the matter no 
further thought for the time being. 
What he unfortunately did 
not 


know was that he had slightly rupt- 
ured his liver. And he gradually bled 
to death. 


"Of course, most blows or body 


bumps are superficial. One gets a 
discolored skin at the point of con- 
tact, and in due time lie thing 
clears up. But this fact should by 
no means deter one from seeking 
' professional 
advice 
immediately 


when he has received a hard blow 
on the head or on ihe trunk of the 
body, even though the injury marks 
may be faint. 


"There is perhaps better than a 


fifty to one chance that the injury 
Is as superficial'as it appears to be. 
However, though the odds are thus 
much in one's favor against ser- 
ious injury, no one has any logical 
right to act upon that assumption. 


"It certainly will not cost much to 


I be assured that the blow or injury 
i is of little consequence. On the other 
i hand, if things arc worse than they 


I appear to be. one's life may be saved 
: for his trouble."

High schools throughout the country are being called upon by 


leading educators to enact a major role in solving the automobile acci- 
dent problem. Their is the task, it is said, to put a more careful and 
competent generation of motor car drivers on the streets and highways 
by making instructions in safe driving a credited part of the regular 
scholastic curriculum. 


As a contribution to this cause, and to give the schools definite 


tools with which to work, the Education Division of the National Safe- 
ty Council in New York City has prepared a textbook on the subject 
called: "Good Driving—A Manual for the High Schools." The book was 
prepared under the direction of a secondary school committee consist- 
ing of such men as Dr. Thomas Gosling, Director of the Junior Red 
Cross; Francis L. Bacon, principal of the Evanston, 111., Township High 
School; Prof. E. K. Fretwell of Columbia, and Prof. Robbins B. Sr.oeckel 
of Yale. 


In brief, the manual attempts to describe what an automobile is 


and how to operate it. It is illustrated with charts and photographs 
and contains a list of reference material for those who wish to develop 
special topics. 
Six units of instruction are outlined: 
Automobile in 


modern life, the automobile, the driver, the operation of an automobile 
on the highway, accidents, and accident prevention. 


The importance of this work is emphasized by the fact that in 


some states there is no law to prevent a child from stepping from the 
tiller of his kiddie car to the wheel of a high powered automobile. Last 
year automobiles killed nearly 30,000 persons. 


The opportunity for high schools to perform an invaluable service 


to humanity could hardly be greater.

Is beginning to be felt in New York. 


The state of New Jersey, gripped 


by the emotionalism that arose upon 
the arrest of Hauptmann 
as the 


"kidnaper of the Lindbergh baby", 
maneuvered to try Hauptmann for 
murder. The state of New Jersey 
has its wish. If emotionalism still 
holds sway on Jan. 2. Hauptmann 
may be convicted. But legal minds 
in New York say that so far the 
state has made no case—that is, no 
case based on facts. 


And, 
from now on. emotionalism 


may sv/ing the other way. Haupt- 
mann's new counsel, Edward 
J. 


Reilly of Brooklyn, is a master-mind 
at creating emotional sympathy for 
a defendant. That might have been 
the reason why Mrs. Hauptmann 
deposed James M. Fawcett, a 'civil" 
lawyer, for Reilly. a "criminal" law- 
yer. 


And the associate counsel in New 


Jersey, Lloyd Fisher, of F:emin';ton. 
N. J., where the trial will be held, 
may be expected to know the typp 
of home folk on the jury very well. 


Whereas Attorney General David 


T. Wilentz of New Jersey, who took 
the prosecution out of local hands 
to attend 
to himself, is likely to 


have an uphill fight with that back- 
woods jury. 


THE JURY 


The jury folk who will determine 


Hauptmann's 
fate 
will be of old 


American stock—but they may look 
with tolerance on this stolid Ger- 
man. Both they and he are stoics. 


That jury will judge the case as 


a case, in .spite of emotionalism on 
both sides—according to present in- 
dications. 


It will demand the facts. 
And facts in regard to Hi-uptmann 


are few and far between. 


With the exception of the find- 


I ing of the ransom money, the Lind- 
| bergh case remains a mystery.

Hauptmann 
may be the guilty 


man. but so far the assumption re- 
mains solely in the minds of people. 
There is no tangible evidence that 
Hauptmann ever was connected with 
the case, except the ransom money.

Otis Skinner contends that as the drama is "a mirror held up to 


nature" and portrays the trend of the times, any cleansing process in 
the stage must begin in the present-day social system. 


Mr. Skinner makes it clear that- he has no desire to justify vulgarity 


and indecency and he holds no brief for playwrights and managers who 
indulge in them for box-office purposes. He points to "Macbeth," "Ham- 
let" and "Romeo and Juliet" as proof that crime and sex have ever been 
present in the drama; but there ar right and wrong ways of presenting 
them. 


Few will disagree with Mr. Skinner when he says that good taste 


must be the arbiter. He is opposed to the cinema play that "turns a 
gunman into a god." 
His contention is that this sort of crime in the 


drama, clothed in false glamour, is both inartistic and immoral. Naturally 
he has little faith in censorship. His remedy for the ills mentioned is to 
the point: "Each person should be a potential censor. 
If a bad play 


:omes to your community, then stay away from it." 


This is good advice, as theory. 
But it is not always possible to 


have fore-knowledge of a play's merits or demerits. In a broad way Mr. 
Skinner's ideas of censorship are sound.

The sober Judgment of the Ameri- 


can public Is beginning to assert 
itself and the people are coming to 
realize that the public schools are 
able to render an indispensable ser- 
vice during great crisis in the lives 
of the people. Thousands of chil- i 
dren in the great urban centers find : 
in the public schools physical com- 
forts, a human touch, and a charac- 
ter development -which no other in- 
stitution provides. This is true under 
normal social and economic condi- 
tions, but it is especially true in 
times of great distress. 


It has been said that the future 


of America depends upon the chil- 
dren of today. It is a better state- 
ment of the case to say that the 
future of America depends upon 
what the responsible citizens of to- 
day do with the children of today. 
More and more the public is begin- 
ning to grasp that thought and as 
a result increased 
responsibilities 


are placed upon the schools. 


The increased responsibility of the 
schools Is the result of a constantly 
increasing recognition of their im- 
portance on the part of the general 
public. The demand for service by 
the schools has increased so rapidly 
during recent years that 
school 
authorities have found it impossible 
to meet that demand because of 
financial limitations.

That Dance Tax Mutt 


Be Paid 


Proprietors of beer gardens who 


maintain a dance floor for patrons 
must pay a license of $15 per year 
and a permit fee of $1 each night, 
if dancing is permitted, according 
to a notice sent by Chief of Police 
John F. Haven to the different pro- 
prietors today. 


Many of the beer places through- 


out the city have .space allotted for 
dancing and all of them will have 
to comply with the state law before 
November 10, the chief of police an- 
nounced today. 


The act of 1931 provides that any 


dance to which the public generally 
may gain admission with or without 
the payment of a fee, is a public 
dance and in order to hold such a 
dance, a permit is required for which 
Che fee is $1 for each public dance. 


Under this ruling, according to the 


•chief, any person who has a place 
where customers or 
patrons 


dance, must pay a fee of $1 for each 
dance, which would be for each day 
when dancing is permitted. 


The act also requires that the 


place must be licensed and that the 
license fee is $15 a year and if. can 
only be licensed after the mayor has 
caused a thorough inspection to be 
made to see that it is a safe place 
from a fire and health standpoint 
and that it is conducted in an or- 
derly and lawful manner. 


The mayor ha.s the authority, at ] 


any time,, to revoke the license 
stop dancing in the place if he be 
Jievcs that any ordinance is being 
violated or any rule, regulation or 
law is being broken, the law declares.

One of the smallest babies born 


in New Castle in some years and, 
incidentally, the youngest patient 
in the New Castle hospital, is Fred 
Bcnninghoff. son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul Benninghoff, of 101 West Wal- 
lace 
avenue, who 
weighed 
two 


pounds and six ounces, on Saturday 
morning, September 29, the date of 
his birth. 


Five hours after his birth, the in- 


fant became a patient in the New 
Castle hospital. Since then, the 
baby has spent the first 39 days of 
his life In an attractive incubator in 
the maternity department of the in- 
stitution. He will be kept in this 
for the next four or five weeks, the 
attending physician stated. This 
morning the infant was placed on a 
scale and tipped the beams at three 
pounds and two ounces. 


The baby " fed daily through an 


infant feeder. Medical men of the 
city and vicinity are watching with 
interest this unusual case. The at- 
tending physician stated today that 
due to the scientific improvement of 
medical science, during the past few 
years, the baby has a normal 
chance for life. The painstaking ef- 
forts of attendants of the hospital 
has been an aid' to the continual 
growth of the child.

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Japan Denies Islands 
Are Being Fortified

TOKYO, Nov. 6.—Japan is "for- 


tifying" her mandated islands in 
the Pacific with factories, and the 
"gunpowder" stored there is noth- 
ing more formidable than sugar, an 
official spokesman for the Japanese 
navy told International News Serv- 
ice today. 
His half-facetitious statement was 


prompted 
by 
renewed 
charges 


voiced at Geneva that Japan is 
strengthening her military and na- 
val position by erecting fortifica- 
tions on the former German island 
possessions in the Pacific that were 
given to her under mandate at the 
close of the World war. 


Ever since the issue was first 
raised more than a year ago, Japan 
has steadfastly insisted that she is 
violating no provisions of the man- 
date by improving- and developing 
the islands placed under her charge. 


The allegations voiced before the 


League of Nations mandates com- 
mission at Geneva that fortifica- 
tions are being built are naturally 
of great Interest to the United 
States, as the Japanese islands are 
close to the Philippines and the 
American island of Guam. 
The 
Geneva 
commission 
has 


called upon the Japanese govern- 


ment fc- an official explanation, 
and it may safely be assumed that 
Tokyo's formal answer will be iden- 
tical with the navy office's state- j 
ment to International News Service ' 
—namely that factories do not con- 
stitute 
fortifications 
and 
sugar 


could never be used as gunpowder. 


Despite all charges and inferences 


to the contrary, Japan insists she 
has never violated the international 
regulations imposed under the man- 
dates and has never restricted in- 
ternational 
traffic. 
The govern- 


ment makes the significant point, 
however, that all ports in the man- 
dates are not equipped for the en- 
trance and clearance of foreign ves- 
sels. 


This point may be brought out 


in answer to the report that an 
American vessel carrying scientists 
was not permitted to dock in the 
Ladror.e islands, the group Japan 
was accused of fortifying before 
yesterday's session of the league 
mandate's commission.
